REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE

The prior art rejection over Velzel has been withdrawn in response to applicant's 

remarks of 28 September 201 1 . 

Claim 1 originally recites a range of carbon atoms from 1-10 and as currently 

amended recites a range of 2-6 carbon atoms. Claim 3 as originally filed provides 

support for a range of 2-5 carbon atoms. Support for six carbon atoms is provided from 

experiment 1 on page 5 of the instant specification which recites citric and gluconic 

acids which contain six carbon atoms. As such the rejection of claim 1 under 35 USC 

1 1 2(1 ) is withdrawn as a range of 2-6 carbon atoms is supported.
